It: was designed to predict 
thunderstorms. It..worked 
quite ‘well but was never 
accepted by scientists: Meteo 
rologists around-the world

The story of the Tempest 
Prognosticator begins in an 
English physician's office in 
1850. George Merryweather 
was a family doctor who Was 
fascinated by the weather. He 
was also something. of an 
inventor,

es. Dr. Merryweather had lots 
of leeches, He used them every 
day, often prescribing them for 
his patients. Leeches were as 
common in 1850 as aspirin is 
today.

The Tempest Prognosticator 
was a large weather forecast- 
ing apparatus - about three 
feet tall.

One of the most common but 
frequently hidden problems in 
the United States is late-onset 
alcoholism. The National Insti- 
tute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism and the Mayo Clin- 
ic have found that as many as 
41 percent of persons over the 
age of 65 reported alcoholic 
symptoms, which developed 
after age 60. 

Many times the alcoholism of 
the elderly is camouflaged by 
friends and family, and aided 
by the fact that elders usually 
stick close to home and are at 
times isolated from the com- 
munity. 

We know that the physical 
changes of aging can cause 
immobility, isolation and 
chronic pain. As we continue to 
age, we are frequently deprived 
of the camaraderie of co-work- 
ers, friends, and spouses. 

To combat this aloneness 
many of the elderly population 
turn to alcohol and further dis- 
tance and disengage them-

So what should we look for? 
What are some of the telltale 
signs and symptoms of late- 
onset alcoholism? Many of the 
symptoms of alcohol dependen- 
cy appear similar or mimic con- 
ditions generally associated 
with the normal process of. 
aging. 

Among these are: confusion, 
memory loss, apraxia (the 
inability to use objects proper- 
ly), change in sleep patterns, 
lack of motivation, depression, 
anxiety, lack of appetite, and 
weight loss. Obvious indicators 
can include falls, bruises, scar- 
ring, or repeated fractures; 
anxiety or depression; poor 
appetite or gastric. distur- 
bances; inconsistent sleép pat- 
terns, and slurred speech and 
"motor" disturbances. 

Of course daily alcohol inges- 
tion and continued use despite 
the warning to stop are "red 
flags" for family and friends. 

Educating the community to 
recognize drinking patterns in 
the elderly and those 
approaching retirement can 
ultimately help in preventing 
the debilitating consequences 
of the disease. One of the most 
common sq@eening tests for 
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identifying alcohol and pre- 
scription drug misuse in the 
elderly is the C-H-A-R-M ques- 
tionnaire, which consists of five 
questions: 

1. Have you ever thought of 
Cutting your drinking down? 

2. How is alcohol used in 
your life? 

3. [s Anyone concerned about 
your use of alcohol? 

4. Do you use alcohol to 
Relieve problems? 

5. Do you drink More than 
you mean to? 

Because they don't want" 
their families, friends or grand- 
children to know about the 
alcoholism, their behavior is 
оћеп опе of denial and secrecy. 
Many times the consequences 
of their alcoholism becomes 
readily apparent to all if they 
must be admitted to a hospital 
or extended care facility. 

When the delirium tremors, 
or "DT's" occur in the middle of 
the night after а ем days of 
institutionalization, the "cat is 
out of the bag", so to speak. 

Family education and sup- 
port is crucial during this time 
as well as enlisting community 
support through Alcoholics 
Anonymous. Seniors for 
Sobriety, and their ‘personal 
physician.
